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Fire Prevention Week 


Fire prevention week will be observed throughout 
Canada from October 6th to October (2th. The best 
place for fire prevention to start is in the home. Charity 
should start there, aecording to the ancient saying, and 
certainly safety should come first. In order to safe- 
gaurd the home, inspection should be made, not only 
Fire Preveution Week but periodically throughout the 
year All heating and lighting equipment should be 
examined and chimney and pipes kept clean «f soot. 
No smoke pipes should be permitted through combus- 
ible walls and disposition ofashes safeguarded. The 
use cabinet should be made of metal or asbestos lined, 
Fuses in all fuse blocks, none of them bridged, and not 
over 15 ampere fuses used in branch circuits. All drop 
cords should be insulated, and not supported on any 
conductive material. Electric irons should always be 
detached when not in use and kept on metal stands. 


Matches should be kept out of reach of chilaren and 
the children should be regularly taught the danger of 
fire and not to play with matches. The safest type of 
match to use is the Safety Match which may be lighted 
on the box only. 


Closetes should be kept olean and allrubbish removed 

from the premises. Cleanliness is next to Godliness, 
Perhaps that is the reason it always plays such an 
important in fire prevention.

Grasshopper poisoning, when neces- 
sary next year may have to be confined 
to crops or summerfallow or properly 
cultivated stubble. The: provincial de- 
partment of agriculture warns farmers 
to refrain from cropyying land in 1941 
that has not been summerfallowed in 
4940. However, if land used this year 
is urgently needed, farmers are advis- 
ed to shallow-cultivate all stubble 
fields as soon as the crop is harvested. 

Farmers i7: grasshopper infested 
districts are advised that there are two 
classes cf the pests. One class is 
the se that lay eggs in headlands, road- 
sides and other grassy locations aud 
hatch out in the spring and the young 
hoppers destroy the entire crop before 
effective control measures can be ap- 
plied. 

It is almost impossible to save a 
crop so infested. The hoppers may be 
destroyed by poisoning but the crop is 
usually lost. If they are not poisoned 
they may migrate to adjs.cent fields 
and continue their destruction. 

The eggs of the second cli iss, laid in 
great numbers over an eritire field, 
are fairly easy to destroy.

and stubble fields during and after the 
harvest. 

The first class attack grain fields 
from the outside and can be poisonec 
on their breeding grounds. 

There is a method of shallow culti- 
vation to a depth of not more than two 
inches, exposing the eggs so the sun 
and wind may dry them out, Care 
must be taken that the depth of culti- 
vation is shallow so that the eggs are 
not recovered with soil or trash.

Many lots of wheat hauled by 
farmers to elevators from this 
anew crop contain split kernals 
to an extent that often good No 
Lis being degraded down to 2 
and 3 and sometime to 4 and 
lower grades. This represents 
a serious loss to farmers. 

Wheat containing split ker- 
nals is being degraded by the 
Government Inspection Dep art 
ment for the reason that millers 
strongly object to it, fur split 
kernals are almost impossible 
to separate from sound wheat, 
Millers find too that wheat con 
taining split kernals doeg not 
make as much flour oras good 
flour as sound wheat, 


Most if not ail of the split 
kernals that are present in thiS 
year’s crop could be avoided if 
particular care is taking in 
threshing. Concaves should be 
opened up wider, or fewer used 
perhaps even blank concaves 
may in some instances be neces 
sary. 


In any event farmers should 
watch carefully the first few 
bushels coming over from the 
combine or separator, and then 
should adjust their concaves so 
that the wheat will not be split 
The loss from having a few 
white heads or unthreshed spike 
lets inthe grain will be very 
much Jess than the loss from 
threshing close,and so of run 
ning the risk of splitting kernals:
